Washington, Apr. 20 (U8DA) - 
Cattle and calves on foed April 1 for 
slaughter makret in 23 states totaled 
9.76 million head, down 4% from a year 
ago, and 12% less than 2 years ago, 
according to the Crop Reporting Board. 
This is the lowest April 1 number on 
feed since 1976. 

Placements of cattle and calves on 
feed during the January-March quarter 
were 5.15 million, 1% fewer than in the 
corresponding qunrter in 1980 and 12% 
less than the first quarter of 1979. 
Other disappearance of 502 thousand 
head loaves net placements of 4.65 
million. 

Marketings of fed cattle for slaughter 
during January-March totaled B.OO 
million, down 2% from the same period 
In 1980, and down 11% from January- 
March 1979.

FROM PAGE 1A) 
marketing by cattlemen. 

This was pointed out by J. W. /Bill) 


Swan, president of the National Cat¬ 
tlemen's Assn., as he commented on an 
increase of several dollars per hun¬ 
dredweight in fed cattle prices during 
the past few weeks. 

NCA and analysts with Cattle-Fax, 
the market analysis service associated 
with NCA. cited these factors in the 
market improvement: 

1. More aggressive beef featuring hy 
retailers in the major markets, lower 
average retail prices and better beet 
movement. Earlier, representatives of 
NCA and affiliated associations called 
on supermarket companies to urge step¬ 
ped up beef featuring. 

2. The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture issued a special “food alert" 
on meat supplies and urged consumers 
LG take advantage of what could be the 
lowest retail prices of the year. NCA 
had asked USDA to point out that meat 
supplies were larger and beef prices con¬ 
siderably lower than previously 
forecast. 

3. NCA news and background infor¬ 
mation for the minor media, citing this 
spring’s meat supply and price situation. 
Tliis helped show the public that now is 
a favorable lime to buy beef.
